CASTOR OIL—For waterproof boots a 


writer says nothing is equal to "coal 
drawn castor oil, pure and simple,"' and 
this is how he uses it. "It is best ap- 
plied before a moderate fire. Tbe boots 
to be dressed should be clean and diy, 
and especial care should be given to tbe 
welt and the tongues and their stitching 
to the upper leathers. I generally begin 
by pouring the oil from the bottle all 
round the welt, so that the angle between 
the sole and the upper leather is quite 
filled with oil, and then proceed all over 
the boots including the edges of the soles, 
rubbing it with the hand. 
When one is 


done, have a turn at the other, and so on 
alternately till you have got in about a 
table-spoonful and a half on each boot. 
The tongues being thinner leather, should 
be quite saturated. Subsequent dressings 
will not require so much oil. I have 
never found anything to touch this as a 
waterproof dressing; the gelantinous oil 
seems to effectually stop every pore in 
the leather. There is another advantage 
for those who are natty in such matters, 
the boots will soon take a good (common 
blacking) polish; so much to that a man 
may, if he likes, waterproof his ordinary 
walking boots for bad weather without 
spoiling their appearacce. -With a com- 
mon walking boot of ordinary thickness, 
apply the oil all over the sole. I wear 
boots so treated—shooting—over thick 
woolen socks, for from eight to twelve 
hours per day or more, without feeling the 
slighest inconvenience in any way; but 
they have the chilly feel inseparable f-om

all of them to be avoided. The thought- 
less manner in which the garments are

the furs. They also prevent proper cir- 
culation, and as the body in ordinary 
weather can be kept sufficiently warm 
with other and lighter garments the furs 
should be abandoned. A small fur boa 
which is thrown about tha throat while 
the wearer is in the open air, and at once 
thrown aside upon entering the house, is 
considered a good thing. "The sealskin 
coats, however, are specially worthy of 
notice," said the doctor, "because they 
have become so common.

In fact, the situation was ac- 
centuated in the strongest possible man- 
ner, for, on the same day, there was pub- 
lishi d, in a Washington paper, a very 
strong letter from President Cleveland, 
add i eased to an Ohio member of Congress, 
earnestly exhorting his friends to stop 
the coinage of the silver dollar as a meas- 
ure imperatively necessary to avert a 
most disastrous financial crisis. It was 
directly in the face of this letter that the 
House, by a vote of 149 nays to 119 yeas, 
refused to adopt Mr. Randall's proposi- 
tion 
This majority appears to be made 


up chiefly of members from the South 
and West, and was regarded as signifi- 
cant of the existence of a discontented 
feeling already, fully organized in those 
sections of the country, at the obvious in- 
tentions of New York to attempt to 
monopolize the control of the new admin- 
istration.

States stands first among the nations." 


All this wonderful increase of prosper- 


ity has come about under Republican 
rule. In no country on earth is more 
prospc rity enjoyed to-day than in the 
United States. 
Religious freedom we 


hove always had. Complete political and 
educational freedom has been brought 
about by the Republican party alone. 
The platforms of the party from the first 
show that immigration has been wel- 
comed ; political equality has been urged 
and a long and bloody war fought to in- 
sist upon it; education for all has beea 
advocated ; a sound system of finance es- 
tablished; the actual settler has been en- 
couraged ; the working man and his in- 
dustry fostered and protected with hon- 
esty, consistency and vigor. 
The United 


States has been made in fact as well as in 
name the home of the free, and brave 
and prosperous. 


FELLOW CITIZENS In the presence of 


this vast assemblage of my countrymen I 
am about to supplement and seal, by the 
oath which I shall take, the manifestation 
of the will of a great and free people. In 
the exercise of their power and right of 
self-government, they bave committed to 
one of their fellow citizens a supreme and 
sacred trust, and be here consecrates 
himself to their service. 


This impressive ceremony adds little 


to the solemn sense of responsibility with 
which I contemplate the duty I owe to 
all the people of the land. 
Nothing can 


relieve me from anxiety lest by any act 
of mine their interests may suffer ; and 
nothing is needed to strengthen my res- 
olution to engage every faculty and effort 
in the promotion of their welfare. 


Amid the din of party strife the peo- 


ple's choice was made, but its attendant 
circumstances have demonstrated rnew 
the strength and safety of a Government 
by the people. 
In each succeeding year 


it more clearly appears that our demo- 
cratic] principle needs DO apology, and 
that in its fearless and faithful applica- 
tion is to be fouud the surest guarantee 
of good government. 


But the best result in the operation of 


a Government, wherein every citizen has 
a share, largely depend upon a proper 
limitation of purely partisan zeal and ef- 
fort, arjd a correct appreciation of the 
time when the heat of the partisan should 
be merged iu the patriotism of the citi- 
zen. 


To-day the executive branch of the 


Government is transferred to new keep- 
ing. 
But this is still tha Government of 


all the people, and it should be none the 
less an object of affectionate solicitude. 
At this hour the animosities of political 
strife, the bitterness of partisan defeat 
and (he exultation of partisan triumph, 
should be supplanted by an ungrudging 
acquiescsnce in the popular will, and a 
sober, conscientious concern for the gen- 
eral weal. Moreover, if from this hour 
we cheerfully and honestly abandon all 
sectional prejudice and distrust, and de- 
termine, with manly confidence in one 
another, to work out harmoniously the 
achievements of our national destiny, we 
shall deserve to realize all the benefits 
which our happy form of government can 
bestow. 


On this auspicious occasion we may 


well renew the pledge of our devotion to 
the Constitution, which launched by the 
founders of the republic, and consecrated 
by their prajers and patriotic devotion, 
has for almost a century home the hopes 
and the aspirations of a great people 
through prosperity and pease and through 
the shock of foreign conflicts and the 
perils of domestic strife and vicissitudes. 


By the Father of his Country our Con- 


stitution was commended for adoption as 
'•the result of a spirit of amity and mu- 
tual concession." In that same spirit it 
suould be administered, in order to pro- 
mote the lasting welfare of the country 
and to secure me full measure of its 
priceless benefits to us and to those who 
will succeed to the blessings 
of our 


national life. 
The large variety of di- 


verse and competing interests subject to 
Federal control, persistently seeking the 
recognition of their claims, need give us 
no fear that "that the greatest good to 
the greatest number" will fail to be ac- 
complished if, in the halls of national 
legislation, that spirit of amity and mu- 
tual concession shall prevail in which the 
Constitution had its birth. If this in- 
volves the surrender or postponement of 
private interest and the abandonment of 
local advantages, compensation will be 
found in the assurance that thus the com- 
mon interest is subserved and the general 
welfare advanced. 


In the discharge of my official duty I 


shall endeavor to be guided by a just and 
tion, a careful observance of 'the"di-itinc- 
tion between powers granted to the Fed- 
eral Government and those reserved to 
the States or to the people, and by a 
cautious appreciation of those functions 
which, by the Constitution and laws, have 
been especially assigned to the executive 
branch of the Government. 


But he who takes the Rath to-day to 


preserve, protect, and defend the Con- 
stitution of the United States, only as- 
sumes the "ilemn obligation which every 
patriotic citizen on the farm, in the 
workshop, in the busy marts of trade, 
and everywhere, should share with him. 
Tbe Constitution which prescribes his 
oath, my countrymen, is yours, the Gov- 
ernment yon have chosen him to admin- 
ister for a time is yours , the suffrage 
which executes the will of freemen is 
yours; the law and the entire scheme of 
our civil service rule, from the town 
meeting to the State Capitol, is yours. 
Your every voter, as surely as your Chief 
Magistrate, under the same high sanction, 
though in a different sphere, exercises a 
public trust 
Nor is this all: Every 


citizen owes to the country a vigilant 
watch and close scrutiny of its public 
servants, and a fair and "teasonable esti- 
mate of their fidelity and usefulness 
Thus is the people's will impressed upon 
the whole framework of our civil polity, 
municipal, State, and Federal, and this 


the Treasury to tempt extravagance and 
waste. 
Care for the property of the 


nation, and for the needs of future set- 
tlers, requires that the public domain 
should be protected' from purloining 
schemes and unlawful occupation. 


The conscience of the people demands 


that the-Indians within our boundaries 
shall be fairly and honestly treated as 
wards of tli« Government, and their edu- 
cation and civilization promoted with a 
view to their ultimate citizenship; and 
that polygamy in the Territories, destruc- 
tive of the family relation and offensive 
to the moral sense of the civilized world, 
shall be repressed. The Jaws, should be 
rigidly enforced which prohibit the immi- 
gration of a servile class to compete with 
American labir with no intention of 
acquiring citizanship, and bringing with 
tbem and retaining habits and customs 
repugnant to our civilization. 


The people demand reform in the ad- 


ministration of the Government and the 
application of business principles to pub- 
bhc affairs. 
As a means to this end, 


civil service refom should ba in good 
faith enforced.* Our citizens have the 
right to protection from the incompetency 
of public employees who bold their places 
solely as the reward of partisan service, 
and from the corrupting influence of those 
who promise and the vicious method of 
those who expect such rewards. 
And 


those who worthily seek public employ- 
ment have the right to insist that merit 
and competency shall be recognized in- 
stead of party sub"3rvieucy, or the sur- 
render of honest political belief. 


In the administration of a Government 


pledged to do equal and exact justice to 
all men there should be no pretext for 
anxiety touching the protection of the 
freedmen in their rights, or their security 
in the enjoyment of their privileges under 
the Constitution and its amendments. All 
discubsion as to their fitness for the place 
accorded to them as American citizens is 
idle and unprofitable, except as it sug- 
gests the necessity for their improvement. 
The fact that they are eitizens entitles 
them to all the rights due to that rela- 
tion, and charges them with all its duties, 
obligations, and responsibilities. 


These topics, and the constant and 


ever varying wants of an active and en- 
terprising population, may well receive 
the attention and the patriotic endeavors 
of all who make and execute the Federal 
law. 
Our duties are practical, and call 


for industrious application, an intelligent 
perception of the claims of public office, 
and, above all, a firm determination, by 
united action, to secure to all the people 
of the land the full' benefits of the best 
form of government ever vouchsafed to 
man. And let us not trust to human ef- 
fort alone; but, humbly acknowledging 
the power and goodness of Almighty God, 
who presides over the destiny of nations 
and who has at all times been revealed in 
our country's history, let us invoke his 
aid and bis blessing upon our labors.

A STATE GOVERNED BY WOMEN. 


Among the colonial possessions or depen 
dencies of. Holland (says a foreign letter), 
there is a remarkable little State which 
in its constitution and original costume 
of its inhabitants, surpasses the boldest 


of the advocate's of women's 
In the island of Java, between 


the cities^ of Batavia and Samarang, is 
the kingdom of Bantam, wjiicb, although 
tributary to Holland, is an independent 
State. The sovereign is, indeed, a man, 
but all tbe rest of the government belongs 
to the fair sex. The king is entirely de- 
pendent upon hie state council. 
The 


highest authorities, military commanders 
and soldiers are without exception, of the 
female sex. These amazons ride in the 
masculine style, wearing sharp steel points 
instead of spurs. They carry a pointed 
lance, which they swing very gracefully, 
and also a musket, which is discharged at 
full gallop. The capital of this little 
State lies in the most picturesque part of 
the island, in a fruitful plain, and is de- 
fended by two-well-kept fortresses.

THE USE OF BTAIHED GLASS. 


In view of tbe present extensive use of 


stained glass and its substitute, some ac- 
count of iU origin aod manufacture will 
be of interest. Tbe earliest invention of 
glass; is claimed by the Phoenicians, and 
every school boy knows that the lumps of 
soda on wliich tbe weather-bound Phoe- 
nician merchants retted their cooking- 
pots, on the sands at the foot of Mount 
Carmel, becoming fused with the sand, 
formed gl.iss. Nevertheless, archieolo- 
glsts have proved to their own satisfact- 
ion—and why not to ours? —that'Egypt 
was foremost in making use of glass, and 
that tbe earliest known specimens .are of 
Egypt&in 
manufacture. 
The earliest 


glass of tlii» nation was rarely transpar- 
ent and never white. It was used for 
ornament, taking the farm of beads, vases 
and small objects for inlaying in various 
materials. 
Tbe people imitated success- 


fully various translucent stones, but they 
did not succeed in producing transparent 
glass until 760 B. 0., when imitation 
gems were added to their manufactures. 
Qlais was very precious at that time, 
tanking in some countries next to gold. 
During tlie time of the Pharaohs the 
Egyptians invented the mille«fiori glass. 
This consists of small threads of different 
colored ghss arranged vertically and then 
fused. 
T'I'IS formed « rod wbicb, when 


sliced off, allowed every piece of the tame 
pattern. 
There is no doubt that the in- 


vention and manufacture of this article was 
being carried on at the same time in several 
countries, and that many of them arrived 
at great perfection in the art. Josephus 
claimed tlie discovery for tbe Jews, but 
no rema.ns of their work have been found 
to substantiate this claim. 
The Assyrians 


must have done beautiful work, specimens 
of which »re still extant, one vase bearing 
the name of Sargon being found at Nim- 
rud, and ibe cup of Chosroes is preserved 
in tbe Louvre. 
It was fully three cen- 


turies after ,.bo birth of Christ before 
glass cam o into use for windows, and it 


••was not in general use in England for 


this purpose until the fifteenth century. 


Art in glass windows originated at the 


commencement of tbe ninth century and 
reached its greatest developement in the 
fifteenth century, when it began to de- 
cline until tbe beginning of this century. 
During tliis period many of the secrets of 
tbe art were lost and many deemed that 
it would be impossible to arrive at such 
perfection again. 
But wbat is impossible 


to patient labor, uupplemented bv the aid 
science ? In America the earliest at- 
tempts nt common glassmaking were 
made at Jamestown, Va., in 1746 ; after 
that at various places and finally at Bos- 
ton, in 1809. 
Tbe revival of the window 


art. both in Europe and America, was very 
slow, partially on.accountof thepervalent 
idea that the art of producing the glor- 
ious color seen in tbe ancient windows 
was lost. 
Finally those presevering souls 


who were in love with their work called 
in the aid of chemistry, and gradually 
tbe errors of modern work were corrected 
and the true constituents of ancient glass 
determined. 
Notwithstanding tbe use of 


the enruo materials, modern glass still 
lackcJ in richness and beauty, and was 
unsatisfactory to the initiated. 
The mic- 


roscope now revealed the fact that the 
brilliancy of ancient glass is due to tiny 
pores, seemingly produced by tbe action 
of rain in washing out particles of alkal- 
ine substunce—in other words, tbe break- 
ing up of tbe flat surface allowed more 
light to enter and be refracted. 
Various 


methods ware tried to produce this effect. 
First tbe surface of the sheet was stippled 
wilh a darker opaque color, but now a 


saves much labor, enabling the artist to 
complete an enure picture at once. Tbe 
staining is produced by mixing 
finely 


powdered meta lie oxides with some voN 
atile medium, such as oil, and laying 
them on in patt eras. The sheets are then 
heated red-hot in a furnace and a deep 
stain of color i.j. left upon the glass. For- 
merly pictorial effects were gained by 
setting numbers of tiny pieces together 
in delicate leal framing. 
Usually both 


methods are e nployed in pictorial win- 
dows, as the <taining allows artists to 
produce human features more perfectly. 
In New York, under the supervision of 
tbe Associated Artists' Company, such 
work has been done in this; branch of art 
as surpasses, according to competent 
judges, anything that Europe has shown 
in modern times and is fully equal to

Tbe water in which the bones are boiled 
is reduced to glue, tbe dust which comes 


from sawing the bones is fed to the cat- 
tle and poultry, and all bones that cannot 
be used as noted, or for bone black, used 
in refining the sugar we eat, are turned

perceptible, there is only a thin coating on 
one tide and the depth of color is thus 
reduced. There are many advantages in 
this raetiuid, as tbe glass thus prepared 
admits of the cutting of beautiful trans- 
parent patterns upon tbe colored ground, 
as well as delicate shading, the latter 
sometimes produced by fluoric acid. Tbe 
materials used to give tbe most satisfact- 
ory coloring are metallic oxides, such as 
gold, which in various forms yields, ruby, 
crimson, rose and purple; silver, in com- 
bination with alumina, a beautiful yellow ; 
copper, a ruby red ind emerald green; 
cobalt, tlm ricb blue; iron, a dull green, 
aud combined with alumina a flesh color, 
aod with silver an orange yellow; uran- 
ium yields a green like tbe chryioprase 
and a canary yellow, with opalescent 
tinge; arsenic, an opaque white, .and 
manganeho an amethystine color, and 
•with cobalt a fine garnet red.

many otliar material* and combinations 
•which io the band of a skilled operator 
produce :m infinite 
variety of colors. 


These same colors, with but few except- 
ions, wera known and used in the manu- 
facture of glass hundreds of years before 
Christ.
